AN APPALLING DISASTER. 



Explosion of from Seven to Ten Tons 
of Powder Near Wilmington, 
Delaware- 



Twelve Persons Blown to Atoms and 
Their Remains Scattered in 
all Directions. 



Pitiable Scenes at the Wreck— The 
Shock of the Explosion Felt 
Some Distance. 

Wilmington, Dal., Oct. 7.— A terrible 
explosion occurred at Dupont'a powder 
mills, near this city, this afternoon. 
Twelve persons were killed and many 
injured. 

The explosion occurred tilis afternoon at 
.'i.'i", o'clock in the upper yard of the exten- 
sive powder works of E. 1. Dupont, Dcne- 
mours it Co., on Brandy wine creek, three 
miles north of this city. The shock was 
keenly felt here and caused intense excite- 
ment. Buildings trembled and windows 
wero demolished. Instantly everybody 
rushed to the doors to ascertain the cause 
of the disturbance. There wero six reports 
resembling the boom of cannon, and about 
a second apart. Physicians, who had been 
summoned l.y telephone, and who were 
soon hurrying towards the powder manu- 
factory, was the first indication the public 
had ot the exact location of the catastrophe. 
Immediately thereafter, throngs of people 
went to the scei.e of the disaster. 

Tin: shock ok tiik explosion 

was terrific, and was plainly felt in many 
party of Philadelphia, and also at Chester, 
Pa., Millville, N. J., and other places from 
,'10 to 35 miles away. As a reuortor reached 
Mount Salem church, a mile from the city, 
he saw broken frames iu the church window. 
More than one-half of the window sashes of 
a large building wore out, und of those that 
remained the glass was broken. Soon after 
a cloud of bluish smoke was seen and the 
smell of burning powder was observed. Fol- 
lowing a curve in the road the reporter be- 
held an appalling sight. Womoi, and chil- 
dren, wives, sons and daughters of the men 
employed in the powder manufactory, were 
madly rushing here and. I'nere, seeking 
information about tho safety of their loved 
ones. The ynrd in which the mills 
stoo'l was littered with debris of fallen 
buildings, and in some places where the 
buildings had been, the only trace left was 
empty cellars and a few foundation atones. 
The little village of Dupont's Banks, im- 
mediately outside the powder yard, pre- 
sented a most pitiable appearance. A hun- 
dred dwelling:) were cither demolished or 
badly damaged, and the fronts of many 
houses were blown out and wrecked. 
Inside the dwellings the devastation 
was complete. The rooms on the ground floor 
were strewn with broken crockery, crushed 
stoves and the remnants of tables, etc. The 
soda mill, a luge stone building about 
twenty yards from the magazine, is 
wrecked. The roof of the charcoal mills 
foil, and the buildings themselves took fire 
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itering fell from the 
wall", but beyond, sonvttines, cuts ;.ml 
bruises noonow.is hurt. Two horses being 
driven through tie- yard were lulled, while 
their driver escaped. William It. Green 
was working in the magazine that 
blew up lii.it.

In the 
excitement and confusion it was impossible 
to obtain a complete list of tin; wounded. 
It is known that scores were cut by 
flying timbers and glass, and bruised by 
falling beams. It is estimated that between 
seven and ten tons of powder were exploded;

Mr. Frederic Archer's .Organ Recital— A Gem 
of Musical Entertainments— A 
Privileged Audience 

Two hours and a half, und yet they seem 
no longer than so many minutes, so plea- 
santly have they flown. Xot spent in gos- 
sip, not in learned discourse, but. listening 
to the tones of a church organ brought out 
by the masterly and sympathetic hand of 
one of the world's greatest organists of the 
present day. That ia Frederic Archer, 
w hose home has of late years become syn- 
onymous with all that ia grand in that 
grandest of musical instruments. 

To speak at any length of Mr. Archer's 
musical ability were superfluous: he is a 
man of almost unequalled attainments in 
his vocation, known and appreciated by the 
music-loving public the world over, and 
standing high in the estimation of the most 
eminent, musical critics. 

It was Frederic Archer who sat 
before the keyboard of the or- 
gan in St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
church last evening, and a large audience, 
had tho privilege ol sitting and listening to 
the efforts of the man wiio has revolution- 
ized organ playing and made it an art 
peculiar to himself, yet popular with the. 
general mind. It, cannot be expected that 
be was heard at his best, W illi the very 
limited mateiiul at his command. St. 
Andrew's church organ is not a gem of its 
hind, though it may, to some extent, meet 
the requirements expected of it. In- 
capacity is very limited for such a player as 
Mr. Archer, or for the compositions which 
he plays. Still he seemed to find music 
(and sublime music, too,) in that instru- 
ment, which was never brought out before. 
For two hours and a half he held his 
audience in perfect sympathy with him, as 
he caused the organ to sigh, to swell and to 
burst out iu all the fullness and virtuosity 
of w hich the instrument is capable. Tho 
works which he played last evening were 
mainly classical compositions, hut were so 
selected that even the most ordinary 
musician present experienced an un- 
dctinable pleasure in listening to 
them. A few, more critical than others, 
watched the performance of tho most diffi- 
cult passages with the keenest interest ; but 
the generality of the audience forgot the 
man and his technical ability, and thought, 
only of the music and the mind interpreting 
it. 

He played in all, ten pieces, the first iu 
sonata in I) (Mailly), which was ratherpleas- 
ant, but the interest quickened as he pro- 
ceeded, and yet the music became more* 
technical. The " clock movement " (Haydn), 
was full of pretty runs. This was followed 
by two shorter pieces, a gavotte by A. 
Thomas, and Giulmunt's "March Nuptialc," 
both of which were full of a peculiarly 
sweet music. Handel's " Bourree " was a, 
clever piece of musical painting full of soft 
light and shade, anil teeming with sympathy. 
The same may be said of his '•Shadow 
Air" (Meyerbeer); but the masterpiece of 
the evening was , I. S. Bach's Prelude slid 
Fugue, which under the master hand of 
Mr. Archer made the organ veritably 
speak. He was greeted with a 
spontaneous manifestation of genuine ap- 
preciation ut the close of each piece, but 
titter this there was un until istakeable de- 
mand for its repetition. His execution was 
almost as facile as though he played on the 
key board of a piano. But it is in his won- 
drous power of organ orchestration that hi.-, 
it is here that be brings

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It is a great pity that Mr. Archer's lixqd 
engagements positively forbade bin slaying 
over for another evening, but he has prom- 
ised to visit Victoria on bis way back if 
possible, when Victorians will be afforded u 
second opportunity of listening to him. 

During the evening Mr. Foil wick, accom- 
panied by Mr, Archer, sang "Comfort ye 
my People" with considerable tuate.

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EIGHT HOOKS. 

From llio London (EoKlund) Globe. 
Tliu desperate offorta made by tho ad- 
vanced m-ction of trade unionists, under 
tho leadership of Mr. John Burns, to 
obtain tho mastery in tho Liverpool Con- 
gress are manifest in tho division on ilio 
amendment to Mr. Murk 'a motion yes- 
terday. They scored their first victory 
by adopting the proposal to Y.Test an 
eight hours act from Parliament, instead 
of leaving the question to it3 natural de- 
velopment. But it was a victory which 
is scarcely to be distinguished from a de- 
feat. On n matter of such importance 
something like unanimity among the 
various trades is essential before Parlia- 
ment can reasonably consider the matter; 
and a bare majority of 181over 173 displays 
the lack of anything resembling unanimity 
in tho most emphatic manlier. Mr. Burns 
supported the motion that there is no 
alternative between legislation and his 
favorite panacea of a general strike ; and 
the answer was that almost exactly half 
of the representatives of trade unions 
thought otherwise. Audit must be re- 
membered that the eight hour movement 
is the burning question of tho congress, 
to which all other matters are either pre- 
liminary or suboidiuati'. A considerable 
number of persons no doubt voted on the 
•" advanced " side on tins point who have 
opposed that side, and will continue to 
oppose it, on other matters ; and it may 
be taken that the result was a test of tho 
wholo strength of thu party which, by 
exhausting to the utmost every m- tins ill 
its power, extorted a barren majority. 
That party will not be able to point to 
eight votes as a sign of the times which 
Parliament must recognize and obey. 

Considering the nature of the question 
and the general tendency to demand di- 
rect and special legislation for any and 
every purpose, it, is a li< tie surprising 
thai the majority was not considerably 
larger. That there is a general wish for 
an average working-day of eight hours is 
undeniable ; and ws should scarcely have 
thought that so considerable a proportion 
of those who at any rite represent trade 
unionism, even if they cannot claim to 
represent labor at large, should have 
been wise enough to perceive that to dis- 
cuss an eight hours act as wi bin the re- 
gion of practical politics is tvaste of time. 
It is only to bo wished that they had ex- 
tended their clearness of conception a 
little further ; for it. must lie admitted 
that, if the idea (if ex orting an Act of 
Parliament by the menace of a general 
Strike is wild, Miy counter proposal is, to 
say tho least of it, vague. .Supposing that 
the amendment had been adop'ed, and 
action left to tho eoi'fSreaa instead of being 
transferred to tlie [[ou' ;a of Common*, it 
U difficult to see what woxJ'l really Ii ave 
bean intended. So- far as inquiry has 
boon possible, thoro is no sort i?/ agree- 
ment among tho working-classes ,'.'s to 
whether the nuurs.

Of course it 
J .s obvious that if a given number of 
hours' work must bo il'"i" r and if the 
hOUra iU'C to lie diminished for each pair 
of hands, more hands must bo employed 
to get through tho work, and that the 
wages must be subdivided as well as tho 
hours. If not, the increased expenditure 
in wages must come from somewhere - 
and from whore I 

Presumably the answer to this question 
it that "apitaltstii will havo to content 
*\omselves with sm iller profits. L5.it it 
b perfectly certain that capitalists will 
not, if they cm possibly help it, do any- 
thing of tho kind. Indeed, taking tho 
industrial situation all round, it ia out of 
their power. Competition niouo, not to 
speak of concessions to labor claims, has 
resulted in cutting down profits ill g 11- 
eral to a minimum which, in the caso of 
many industries, is almost irreducible. 
The only logical solution of the dilemma 
would bo a system of national socialism, 
in which wages should bo kept at a lixed 
artificial point— and profits also— by State 
subsidies ; in other words by the applica- 
tion to that purpose of the 1 . 
taxes. Wo do not know whether that 
system would commend itself to tho leg- 
islative ideas of Mr. Bunis's party : 
very probably it would, because there is 
a very prevalent fancy, ill bettor informed 
quarters than their's, that Home abstrac- 
tion called the State is a kind of 
Fortunatus, with an inexhaustible purse 
kept full by magic. And even the 
really well informed, who know that this 
is not tho case, would nevertheless not 
object to a system which would require 
the income tax payers to make good all 
trade losses and deficiencies— in effect, to 
act as a fly-wheel to regulate) tho fluctu- 
ations of commerce and manufacuro, de- 
mand and supply. Vet wdiat else that 
will hold water for a moment has any- 
body to propose ? In the face of tho 
.strong opposition to his would-be dicta- 
torship which ho is encountering at Liv- 
erpool, Mr. John Bums's wild threats of 
coercing tho legislature may bo disre- 
garded. His colleagues in the Congress 
are evidently not in a mood for mischief, 
to tho credit of their cointtv n-sonse and 
their discretion. But at what aro thoy 
really a'ming / It is not easy to mistake 
what Mr. Burns means ; but what any- 
body olso moans wo will defy ingenuity 
to father from tho proceedings of yester- 
day. All that is certain is that Parlia- 
ment will bu required to put in forco a 
demand as to which, oithor in detail or 
principle, there is no agreement ; and 
that Parliament will do nothing of the 
kind.

blio Carries tho Mails from One 
j County to Anothor. 

One or Ibo most interesting figures in 
overy-day lif o in this section of the 
State, says a Now York World corre- 
spondent, at Tweed, Ga., is pretty Mattio 
Hester, who carries Unclo Sam's mails 
from tho village 'to the point at which 
she lives on a farm, twenty miles away. 
The fair mail-carrier drives a little road 
cart, in which she has bravely gone over 
her route every day, rain or shine, since 
she succeeded in obtaining tho posi- 
tion. If the mails arc late one may ho 
sure the delay did not occur in her ter- 
ritory, for no strcssof weather can deter 
this undaunted little public official. 
The whole countryside knows and re- 
spects her, but if any protection is need- 
ed on her lonely journeys her own cour- 
a"0 and determination of character will 
supply it. 

This year Mattio succeeded over all 
competitors in securing tho mail route 
from Condor 'in Laurens County to ho- 
lliair in Montgomery County, and three 
times a week she covers a distance of 
about forty miles through a wild 
and sparsely settled section, and her 
cheery voice is often heard along 
the road in her efforts to drive 
dull care away. At her side in a small 
pocket, fully exposed to view, is a 
handsomely polished No. 38 Smith & 
Wesson of tho most approved model, 
and as she is a crack shot woe he to the 
highwayman or tramp who tries to bar 
the way to that part of the 1'nited 
States mails under the immediate care 
of Mattie Hester. She has perfect con- 
lidenco in her own ability to defend 
herself, and look 3 with contempt upon 
those timid members of her own sex 
who fear to go anywhere without an 
escort. Independence of spirit is so 
striking a characteristic of this unique 
voting person that the narration of 
some of her remarkable undertakings 
would convey an impression of mascul- 
inity. In her own home or under 
ordinary circumstances Miss Hester 
is the embodiment of womanliness. 
She lives with her widowed mother, two 
sisters and a young brother, but is the 
real head and director of the family. 
Her beauty is of tho true Southern 
typo— wavy black hair, deep blue eyes, 
beautiful figure and complexion and 
the whitest set of teeth imaginable. 
Her jaunty air and pretty face never 
fail to attract the attention of strangers 
as she- rattles swiftly by in her cart, 
looking neither to the right nor to the 
left, but attending strictly to business. 

Attention to business, indeed, is the 
chief distinguishing feature of a 
character whose strength has made 
Miss Hester remarkable in many ways. 
Still in her twentieth year and full 
of life and energy, she is determined to 
make her way to fortune. She has al- 
ready shown business qualifications 
that' would do credit to any man. Last 
year sue superintended all tne work on 
'the farm. She helped to plant and 
harvest the crop and took it to market. 
' where her tact enabled her to secure 
the highest prices. 

Thinking that she saw a chance to 
make some money last winter, rob wont 
into the woods and got a quantity <>f 
timber, which she rafted and placed in 
the hands of her brother, to lie disposed 
.if In tho Darlon lumber market. This 
venture netted tie' enterprising little 
•cracker" a handsome profit. 1 alter on. 
with her own hands, she cut down and 
*plit onough fence rails to inclose one 
section of tli'" farm. So it soems hard 
work litis no terrors f >r Miss Mat I ie. nor 
is sho at all squeamish about the kind 
, f work she undertakes, provided only 
lhatitoffors promise of bettering her 
condition. With all her various duties 
she still finds some leisure and she em- 
ploys it in teaching writing. 

Miss Mattio in hor relations with tie 
opposite sex preserves the same marked 
individuality which characterizes her in 
other tilings. Siie doesn't euro a rush 
about mon; in fact, she has ho time to 
think about othor mails than those it is 
hor duty to distribute. 

The littlo mail-carrier is very poorly 
paid, and the forty-mile journeys are 
rapidly taking the flesh oil' the sturdy 
broncho that draws her cart. 

"I don*t think I shall cany the mails 
three times a wook mueh longer." said 
• in' to the World correspondent. "It is 
telling on my horse. Besides, the small 
pay 1 receive does not warrant it. If 1 
■ •an get my petition signed. I will per- 
haps get off with twice a week, which 1 
i iiink will suit the public quite as well."

WITHOUT A FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Several Loading Insurance) Companies of 
Washington Withdraw Their Ulsks 
lu Port Townaend. 

About a dozen large risks held in Port 
Townaend of the leading fire insurance com- 
panies of the State of Washington have 
been cancelled within the past two days; 
tho reason given is the fact that the local 
tiro department had disbanded, and the risk 
was considered too great. There has been 
quite an amount of friction between the 
city council aad tho lire department for 
some time.

It is expected that other 
insurance companies will withdraw risks 
from this place as suon as they learn the 
state of niTairs here. ElForts are being 
made to organize a paid department, but do 
not aecm likely to be successful.

to place British subjects resident in Japan 
completely under tho Japanese law. 
Considering there is no such thing as 
trial by jury in Japan, or habeas corpus, 
and that the laws have been made by 
heathens for the government of a people 
that had not arrived at a very advanced 
stage of civilization, it is not surprising 
that Christian men and women do not 
relish tho prospect of being placed under 
such laws administered wholly by the 
Japanese. On the other hand it does 
appear just a little cheeky for strangers 
coming into a country and remaining 
thero by favor of its inhabitants, to claim 
to bo under their own laws in court* pre- 
sided over by their own judges. Wliat, if 
tho denizens of Chinatown sholud de- 
mand to ba tried according to the laws 
of China and by Chinoso judges, chosen 
Ly themselves or their own Government i \ 
g"'8t imagine UoW such a demand would 

be 'weB{vedbyUi 9 pso v . ,eot t!lis P r °™ 
arid of this Dominion- They wouiu very ■ 
feflob bo told If they wort hot satisfied to | „ h 
J "To under British laws, adiiiinisiered 
-by British judges, they might leave the 
country, with the added remark "The 
Booner the better." No sympathy would 
bo felt for them by any class. 

It is altogether likely that the people 
of Japan believe that the laws which are 
good enough for them ought to be good 
enough for the .stranger within their 
gates, and it would not be at all mi- j 
natural if they should think and Bay, if | 
strangers do not like their laws and the 
way in which they are administered, they 
have a very simple alternative, which is 
to go and live some where else. 

It is therefore not very difficult to un- 
derstand the state of feeling that exists 
in Japan with respect to this matter, 
both among the British residents and tho 
native population. Wo are, therefore, 
not surprised when we read that the 
British in Japan do not like the prospect 
of treaty revision, and that the Japanese 
regard the claim of tho foreigners to have 
their own judges and their own laws with 
indignation, or that, lately, two public 
meetings were held in Yokohama, one by 
Japanese advocating and urging treaty 
revision, and tho other by British and 
other foreign residents deprecating and 
protesting against such revision. At the 
latter meeting the following resolution 
■was passed unanimously : 

" That in the opinion of this meeting, 
the time has not arrived when questions 
with regard to rights, whether o! proper- 
ty or person, arising between subjects or 
citizens of foreign powers in tho domin- 
ions of His Majesty tho Emperor of Ja- 
pan can be unconditionally and safely 
subjected to the jurisdiction of Japanese 
tribunals ; or wlien an estimate can be 
formed of the period within which the un- 
conditional relinquishment of extra terri- 
torial jurisdiction in Japan be safely 
promised." 

Unfortunately for outsiders thospeakers 
at tho meeting were for Homo reason or 
other exceedingly reticent respecting tho 
nature and tho working of the laws of 
Japan, and no one attempted to .show- 
why foreigners distrusted the tribunals 
of Japan. The first speaker took a very 
short and easy way of showing that it 
was unnecessary for him either to adduce 
faots or to state arguments ill support of 
the resolution. He said :— 

"Tho question naturally arose— two 
questions -first, what wero they here 



for? and, secondly, why were they hero ? 
Tholirst, the speaker thought, admitted 
of a very easy reply; they were thero for 
tho purpose of expressing their opinion 
upon two subjects of great and serious in- 
terest to the community. That opinion 
had been passed in tho form of the reso- 
lution they had just heard from the chair. 
Ho would ask them if it embodied their 
opinion on that question. If it did, then 
thero was no reason to proceed to argu- 
ment in support, of it. (Applause.) That 
applause he had just heard showed him 
that it would bo unnecessary for him to 
depart from his original resolution, viz.: 
to hold his peace as to the rousens why 
they held this opinion. They had arrived 
at it from previous knowledge and ex- 
perience." 

The reasons for this reticence must 
have been very cogent, for it is most un- 
usual for the supporter of a resolution 
purposely to refrain from telling those 
who hear him, and the whole world, why 
he holds tho opinion it expresses or ap- 
proves of the action it advises. All the 
speakers were equally careful not to give 
a reason for their opinion, or to show 
that it was warranted by facts. Thero 
must have boon some very strong reason 
for this silence. Usually, when men 
have a grievance or apprehend a danger 
they are careful to show that there are 
good grounds for their discontent or their 
apprehensions. 

The foreign residents fear, too, that if 
the)- aro deprived of the direct protection 
of their respective Governments and 
handed over to the unconditional juris- 
diction of the Japanese courts, their 
tenure of the lands they have bought and 
paid for will be insecure. The following 
resolution, passed at the meeting, shows 
that this is the ease : 

"That, in the ophron of this meeting, 
it would be an act of gravo injustice to 
foreigners, who have purchased land in 
Japan, under covenant with the Japanese 
Government, if the coudi ions or inci- 
dents of their tenure of such land should 
bo altered without their consent." 

It appeared to be the general opinion 
that the British Government look with 
favor on the demand of the Japanese and 
that there was a probability that they 
would before very long be placed alto- 
gether under Japanese law. It is to be 
hoped that the chaugo will not bo so in- 
jurious as they fear, and that the inter- 
ests of British subjects and British trade 
will not suffer when the change is ef- 
fected. 



luito a nutnbor of scrapes and has had to 
light several duels, buL ho has put the 
finishing touch to Boulanger's downfall. 
Tho whole story shows out of what poor 
material a popular hero can bo made, and 
it also shows that he is certain, if un- 
worthy and brainless, to be suonur or 
later found out. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Now it is NariBimo that puts in its 
claim for a dry dock and that claim is 
endorsed by tho Victoria Times. Nanai- 
mo being the seat of the coal trade will 
no doubt in time have a dry dock of its 
own. Thero is nothing to hinder enter- 
prising men, in that part of tho province, 
engaging in such an undertaking and 
when they do wo have no doubt the 
Government will give tho work as it has 
given similar works in other places a fair 
share of support. But Nanaimo's dry dock 
need not interfere with tho one projected 
at Esquimalt, which i3 required at once 
and which should ho undertaken with 
tho IcaBt possible delay. This summer's 
operations have shown that the Esqui- 
uiak dock does not afford Buflioiont 
accomodation for tho shipping of Victoria 
and the province generally, and that the 
enlargement of the present dock or the 
construction of a new one alongside of 
it is immediately required, no matter 
where dry docks may bo built in the 
future. Wo trust that those interested I 
in tho shipping of the port will not lose \ 
sight of this matter, but will push it as 
energetically as the shipping interests re- 
quire. 




BOULANGER. 



Boulanger has turned out to be some- 
thing very different, indeed, from a hero. 
Recent revelations have shown him to be 
.1 traitor and a Conspirator of ;i V« ry 
vulgar stripe. While he was posing as a 
friend of tho people and an upholder of 
tho republic ho was scheming to restore 
the Bourbons. It will be remembered 
that Boulanger was a hustings' patriot. 
He was the candidate in a hundred con- 
stituencies. People wondered whore the 
money came from to pay for these elec- 
tion contests, for it takes money to run 
elections, in France as w ell as in other 
countries. It was supposed that his 
enthusiastic admirers supplied the sinews 
of war, But they did nothing of the 
' ind. Their admiration was of the cheap 
•' ■, if kv "citing up

street demonstrations and by making no 
end of noise, But thero H'as very little 
money in it. The cash was supplied by a 
woman, an ardent royalist, for the pur- 
pose of strengthening the cause of the 
exiled Bourbons. The generosity of iho 
Duehesse of Uzea was phenomenal, and 
Boulanger made the most of it. lie drew 
from her over two millions of francs or 
about 8400,000. The tody was rich and 
gave large BUins at first without any 
hope of return. It was only when Bou- 
langer's exactions w nt boyi nd the 
bounds of moderation that the Comto do 
Paris was induced to promise to return 
the money when he, with Boulangers 
aid, came into his ow n. 

Hut Buulungor was not fit. to act the 
part of General Monck. He was a hand- 
some figure-head, it is true, and he made 
a first-class theatrical patriot. But it 
was booh discovered that there was noth- 
ing in his head. He would make a good 
enough show when then; was a man of 
brains at his back, but, whenever he was 
left to his own resources, he was utterly 
incapable. A conspirator without brains 
is certain to come to grief, and 
Boulanger's day of apparent success was 
short. It began to bo whispered that, tho 
general was not loyal to the Republic and 
that he was engaged in plots and in- 
trigues with the royalist pany. lie was 
utterly unable to defend himself, and when 
tho danger became serious ho ran 
away. As a fugitive from justice, 
ho was not even respectable, aHld ho soon 
fell into contempt both a' home and 
abroad. He was tried in bis absence and 
found guilty. There was hardly a word 
said in his defence. His hosts of friends 
melted away like BI10W before iho April 
sun, and after a very little whilo there 
were none so poor as to do him reverence. 
And now to strip him of every rag of re- 
putation ho had left, one of his own 
creatures Mr. Mermois ha.", published 
revelations which ho calls Coulisses dn 
Boulangerism, which show the inner 
working of I he Boulanger movement. 
They make it evident what a poor crea- 
ture Boulanger was, and let the world 
know who they wore that encouraged, in- 
spired and supported him, <>f course 
there are lierco denials, and the author 
of the rqvolations has g it himself into

THE B VRtj OP ABERDEEN. 

Brief Sketch of This Much Talked of EngUali- 
mim and Ills Accomplished WIP. 

Lord and Lady Aberdeen are expected 
to arrive in lliis city on a brief visit either 
to-day or to-morrow. Tlio Earl is men- 
tioned in c. hi no 'tion with the Governor- 
Generalship, upon Lord Stanley rumplet- 
iii'i li 3 term of ollice, and this following 
sketch of his career will, in consequence, 
pn.ve interesting at the present time. : 
" John Campbell Hamilton Gordon, Vis- 
count Gordon in the British peora^e, and 
Scotch Earl of Aberdeen, was born in 
184? awl succeeded to the pecru^o in 
.1870. on the death of his predecessor, the 
sixth Karl of Aberdeen, who was lost at 
aea on u voyage from New York to Mel- 
bourne. The Earl is 11 splendid specimen 
of a tch nobleman, and is now in his 
forty-third year. His father, the liftli 
earl, and the dowiurer, his mot her, had 
■all their lives been distinguished for good 
and kindly works, amidst much do- 
mestic suffering an 1 sorrow in their 
own family, and there was consid- 
erable interest and anxiety ft It 
•anion.; liieir tenants as to whether the 
youn^ pair would follow in the footsteps 
of tho 5' : who had gone before. In a 
letter which the young bride addressed 
to the tenants, thanking them for their 
presents and good wishes, the remark 
which lias since become so pleasantly 
significant occurs: " 1 hope to prove my- 
self worthy of Lord Aberdeen's choice by 
following in the footsteps of his hodorable 
motile-, and by striving t>> carry 
put her life of charity and Christian 
Faithfulness." 

Lord Aberdeon bears a name justly 
celebrated in the history of not only 
;Ens;laud, but of the world. The late 
Earl was Prime Minister of England. 
He formed the Coalition Government, 
a tor holding an important, cabinet posi- 
tion under the Duke of Wellington, 
who was at the head of English affairs 
during the Crimean war. The present 
E-irl is also well known in political his- 
tory. Ho was a member of the Privy 
Council and has held many important 
positions in the governments of the day. 
It is rum Ted that ho will in a year or 
or two's time succeed Lord Stanley of 
Preston as Governor-General of Canada, 
li rd Aberdeen is one of the few among 
royalty and the nobility who have been 
distinguished by Her Majesty with the 
•1 h'der of the Garter. 

It is probable that, with the exception 
«if Lord R osebery, no peer in Scotland 
exerts so threat an influence among the 
Scotch people as Lord Aberdeen, and this 
influence has always been exerted on the 
.s: le, of Christian morality. His live 
years' administration of Her Majesty a 
Lord High Commissionership t.> the 
Church of Scotland was most successful, 
and helped to restore the church's influ- 
ence, both socially and morally, and won 
for it the regard of religious people of all 
evangelical denominations. His reputa- 
tion as a model landlord is well-known 
on both sides of the Atlantic. His 
tenantry have been always lou 1 in his 
praise, and ho never had any trouble 
with them, having wisely anticipated their 
wants in the adjustment of rents to suit 
the recent depression in agricultui.il 
matter-, Fie has inaugurated a system 
which h is rapidly brought about improved 
dwellings and holdings for his tenants, 
•a id the moral condition of the laborers 
haj, by his exertions, been greatly raised 
throughout Abe deenshire. Lord Aber- 
deen was Viceroy of Ireland under Mr. 
Gladstone's last ministry. He was a 
decided Home Ruler, and his political 
opinions - for the first time pro- 
bably in the annals of Dublin Castle, 
during this century, at all events 
— mare him highly popular with 
the majority. But Lord Aberdeen's dis- 
jKiiitiuil is so kindly and his conduct so 
considerate that he is personally much 
liked by all who come in contact wish 
him. Lady Aberdeen, who also possesses 
a most loveable character and is a charm 
in.; womin, won from all classes fur her 
self and her husband the real love and 
cunfldeilCJ of the masses of the people 
not only in Dublin but throughout he 
land. L -rd Aberdeen's departure from 
Ireland was, therefore, an event of na- 
tional mourning, crowds gathering, not 
to hoot an 1 threaten the viceroy, but to 
sorrow over his leaving and to bid -'Cud 
■bless him." 

The Eirl and his gracious Countess 
heard the "bitter cry of outcast L ndon" 
and threw themselves into the noble work 
with all their might. Lord Aberdeen has 
taken the place of the late Lord Slmftoa- 
bury; in tho good work done by that 
Christian nobleman in the old country. 
He has succeeded him as president, of the 
Mission Union, and has founded ninny 
inatitutionH for the poor and needy. His 
cordial and earnest sympathy with all 
tjhilanbhropio and Christian enterprises 
has beeii manifested ill various ways. 



Ho has found in the Countess a like- 
minded helper of every good cause. 

Tho Countess Aberdeen (Isabella Ma- 
joribanks) was married to the Earl on 
Nov. 7, 1877, and is a daughter of Lord 
Twcedsniouth, who for a long period r«j- 
presented the borough of Berwick in the 
Imperial House of Commons, before he 
was raised to the peerage. His name was 
then simply Mr. Dudley Guilts Majori- 
banks. The family of Majoribanks is of 
considerable antiquity, claiming desceu 
from Robert, the Bruce, who gifted hi3 
daughter Marjorio with sundry banks on 
Tweodsido, which still remain in posse i- 
| sioli of the family. Her marriage to the 
Earl look place on Nov. 7, 1877, and ere 
long the Countess gave indication of her 
benevolent sympathies by identifying her- 
self with various excellent institutions. 
She has won for herself position and high 
5#lace among the ladies now taking an ac- 
tive and intelligent interest in political 
and social movements. She is a hand- 
some, charming and graco'ul woman, and 
intensely popular with everybody she 
meets. There are four Aberdeen chil- 
dren. The oldest is 12 years of age —Lord 
Raddo, the heir. Then comes Lady Mar- 
jorio and two other boys younger still. 
They are all in Canada with I heir parents.
